Saturday’s meeting is likely 
to bi* the important session of the week 
Th® feeling is now that, as it is clearly 
impossible far the assembly to raise 
fund* for tie- use of th** army, the most 
logical course, all things considered, 
would be to di*band the army aud dis­ 
solve. 
A motion to this effect will un­ 
doubtedly be made aud will provoke a 
hot contest.

Professor Ashley Thinks Their Power 
to Rule Prices Overestimated. 
London, March 23.—Ar a banquet of 
the British Economic association Sir 
Robert Giffen, former assistant seer© 
tary of the board of trade, presiding, 
Professor Ashley delivered an interest 
ing address on the position of trusts in 
the United States.
